‘Tas ramours of an opposition oaual to 
the present ono across the Isthmus of 
Suez, which were current in London 
last yenr, seem to lave died away, It 
is probable that they will be revived, 
perhapa in somewhat different forms, 
as tho Suez Canal has turned ont too 
valuable a property uot to be a constant 
irritation to the cupidity and euvy 
of projectors. Bat there is a strong 
feeling among Englishmen that it is 
unfnir to encourage opposition to ndven- 
turers who have run serious risks, 
and whose enterprize has benefited the 
public, because it has proved lucrative, 
It is this feeling which bas in mavy 
instances caused the Committee of 
the House of Commons to throw ont 
bills for the coustruction of lines of 
railway intended to compete direotly 
with lines already in existence. Aud 
if we mistake uot the directors of 
sub-marine telegraph cables have urged 
the unfairness of their property being 
perhaps ruined by the multiplication of 
competing companies. As they have 
run a considerable risk in laying costly 
cables, it is only fair, they have pleaded, 
or it has been urged for them, that 
they should be allowed to reap profit 
from their enterprize. It may be a 
question whether Parliament aud the 
English people in general have not 
allowed too mach consideration to such 
pleas. Cases might bo pointed out 
where the railway company in possession 
of acertnin route have not worked it 
sufficiontly in the interest of the pablio, 


























and where a new line would have been 
greatly to the advantange of the 
country through which it would pass 
and of those dwelling in it, Bat the 
feeling has its origin in generosity, 
and is likely to prevail for some time, 
Now, the construction of the Suez 
Caual was undoubtedly a more speoula. 
tive aud risky undertaking than the 
making of railways; and secing the 
large amount of capital embarked in 
it, compared with that invested in eub. 
marine cables, ite proprietors dese 
to be treated with every consideration, 
It is of course true that, being entirely 
a business undertaking, and the one 
upon which so much of the traffic of 
the world is oatried, it must in the 
long ran be jadged by its oapacity 
for performing that which its pros 
prictors undertake for it It was 
andonbtedly the case that during 
recent years serious blooks to the 
passing through of steamers occurred, 
Those caused inconvenioncs, aud pro- 
bably subjected the owners of the 
vessels to somo additioual expense, 
But it should be remembered that the 
traffic through the. canal bas far 
exceeded the dreams of the wildest 
Freuch sharebolder. M. de Ler 
protty good st antioipating a brilliant 
and golden future for bis schemes, but 
ho never could have foreseen, or he 
would linve been certain to have oom. 
municated his vision to sympathetio 
wudiences of his countrymon, euch a 
suocess for his canal. 

But we are more interested in the 
fature thau in the past of the Suez 
Canal, aud in what its Directors pro- 
pose to do to accommodate the traffic 
of the Enst and the South. A descrip. 
tion of tho improvemeuts which the 
Saez Canal Committee —on whiok 
three English delegates, mou of pi 
tion, sat—las adopted from the pros 
posals of the Board of Directors, has 
been published in several home newse 
papers. The improvements are only 
intended to meet the present aud immee 
diate demand for more accommodation, 
as the Committee give expression to their 
opinion that, in view of a development 
of the traffic exceeding ton millions 
of tous per annum, it would be advise 
able to take into consideration, within 
a cortain time, the idea of a cutting 
parallel with the present canal, The 
improvements suggested will, the Come 
mittee state, enable the caval to carry 
double its present capacity, and it is 
not likely that more will be required 
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of it for some years to come. ‘The rate 
of dues has been diminished, and it is 
evident that M, de Lesseps aud his co- 
directors have learned from the past, 
and in partionlar from what took place 
last that in future they will 
be required to consider the interests 
and wishes of the trading community 
more than they have hitherto doue. 
The events of last year have no 
onbt taught the Directorate a lesson 
which they will bear in mind, and we 
think they have already shown a desire 
to meet the wishes of merchants and 
shipowners, It may be noted here that 
the periodical reductions of the dues of 
50 centimes a ton will be complete in 
January, 1884, after which the rate 
will be 10 franosaton. The reduction 
of 50 contimes in December last made 
the amount of dues less for that month 
than’ for the same period in 1881; 
owing no doubt to the existing depres- 
sion in eastern trade, 

Lord Granville’s circular to the 
powers proposes that the canal shall 
be freo for the passage of all 
ships in any circumstances, and its 
in fature, 
ies are to take place in 
the canal or its approaches, even in 
the ovont of Tarkey being one of 
the bolligerents, and the time 
which ships of a bolligereut 6 















to bo limited. Only Egypt is to be 
excepted from the operatious of these 
clauses. These, with the prohibition 
of fortifications on the canal, are the 
main proposals of the English Foreign 
Seoretary, and it is likely they will be 
assented to by the powers concerned, 
or by a majority of them. If they are 
maiataiued they will constitute the 
caval a highway ‘of commerce and 
nothing more while Harope is at 
pence. In the event of war oconr- 
ring in Harope between two powers 
having groat interests in the East, 
the command of the canal would 
bo in the hands of that one which 
could hold both ends of it aud keep it 
open. If Lord Granville’s proposals 
are rejected it will probably be because 
they do not provide for the contingency 
of a European power, having interests in 
tho East to protect, being desirous 
of sending troops through the Canal 
at the same time as it was engaged 
in war in Europe. Eugland, with 
her enormous Indian Empire, and 
the interests which her subjects have 
in other parts of the world to 
which the canal leads, could never 
assent to, far less propose, that the 
quickest way by which her soldiers 
could be sent to the Enst might be 
barred against her. Tho increasing 
size, power, and speed of steamships 
may by and by make the canal of less 
consequence to us in time of war—as 
somo people who should have kaow- 
Tedgo of the subject have said—but in 








the menutime it should be made sufi | 


cient for our commercial wants in time 
of peace, and kept open to us, if we 
an keep it open, in time of war.

virus, aud to be peculiarly sensitive to 
inoculation. Such inoculation surely eausos 
death, while it has been demonstrated that 
inoculation through the blood by a bite or 
otherwise is by no moans invariably fatal. 
In the course of his exporimonts, M. Pasteur 
made the important discovery that a dog 
who recovers after such inoculation is in- 
capable of “taking” the disoaso a second 
time; in_other words, is proof against 
rabies. Ho has at present four dogs in 
this condition, and concludes that as man 
never contracts rabies except from the bite 
of amad dog or other inoculated animal, 
it may not be impossible to devise means 
for protecting him against such accidents. 
Such a discovery, if reducible to practice, 
may serve to protect not only mankind, 
but dogs themselves from the dreaded 
disease, the mere mention of which causes 
& panic among their masters. In many 
cities, notably New York, whole hecatombs 
of dogs are offered up at the first wh 
of rabies, for of all diseases hydrop! 
seems to be that most capable of inspiring

CHUNGKING TRADE REPORT. 


Tax Blue Book containing @ Report 
by Mr, Hosie on the trade in Foreign 
goods at Chungking, and a memoran- 
dam by Mr. Spence on the same sub- 
ject aud the navigation by steamers of 
the Uppor Yangtsze which have just 
been made public, are full of interest 
for merchants in Shanghai, The former 
report opens with a description of the 
monetary disturbances in Chungking 
ud part of the province of Szechuev, 
whioh we have more than once referred 
to, Additional misfortunes, all acting 
against trade, in the province are re- 
lated, particularly a rise in the wators 
of the Uppor Yangtezo in 1881 by 
which, Mr. Hosie heard on good au- 
thority, fifty or sixty per cent. of the 
janks then running between Ichang 
gud Chungking and their cargoes, were 
either lost or damaged. The Report 
was written last year when the writer 
supposed that although trade had not 
recovered ita equilibrium, some of the 
larger houses were on the eve of 
transmitting orders to Shanghai. The 
orders must have beon limited in ex- 
tout, as their effect on this markot last 
autumn, when if they were sent down 
they should have boon executed, was, 
if any, very small, The orders caunot, 
wo should say, have been largo, for tho 
cirenmstances of trade at Chungking 
wore not such as would lead dealers into 
. speoulative or even enterprizing trans- 
actions. A few sentences further on 
Mr. Hosie says that merchants wero 
holding the goods they had imported in 
1880 and 1881, rather than face the 
Joss which the increase in tho value of 
ver had brought on them. ‘To what 
an extent the derangement of the 
ourrenoy, coupled with the speculative 
feoliug which bad led to a largo over- 
import, had affeoted trade is shown by 
tho values of the foreign goods bronght 
to the place in tho first six months of 
having fallen to one-tenth 
usual value, In discussing the 
question whether the trade of Obung- 
king in foreign goods—estimated at 
threomillionsof taels annually—islikely

We say this notwithstanding 
that Mr, Spence states in his report 
that the Trausit Pass system, however 
freely worked, is not sui 
chnen import trade. His remark refers 
to the trado when the goods have 
beon sold in Chaugking, and to their 
after distribution among the smaller 
marts in the province. ‘The suitability 
of Transit Passes to that inland trade 
between Quangtung and Szechuen has 
yot to be tried, and it may be the cause 
of the markets of the latter province 
and of Yannan drawing a portion, at 
Inast, of their supplies from Canton, 
Tt is to prevent this aud to give i 
mediate impulse to what we believe 
would lead to a notable expansion of 
the trade in foreign manufactures, that 
wo have advocated a trial, at least, being 
rmaade of steam communication on tho 
Upper Yangtsze. There ought to be 
enterprize euough in Shanghai to bring 
this about, even though all the existing 
lines of river steamers are bound by 
working agreomont to do nothing in the 
matter, That is to say,the foreign owned 
steamer lines are playing, for good and 
sufficient reasous no doabt, into the 
hands of the China Merchants Co., who 
in their turn respect the fe 
Chang-king merchants, who 
advent of the foreign merchant, and the 
obstructiveuess of the native officials. 
Sir ‘Thomas Wade has often been 
accused of Inkewarmuess in forwarding 
the interests of his countrymen, but in 
his earnest desire to seo Chungking 
opened by a steamer visiting the place, 
he bas shown that be sees more clearly 
than the Shaughai people what ought 
to be done as soon as possible.

‘THE LOSS OF THE “ CIMBRIA.” 


Ar four o'clock on the afternoon of 
‘Wednesday, the 17th of January last, 
the steamer Cimbria left tho Blbo 
opposite Stade, with a orow of 94 
officers and men and 402 passengors 
bound for New York, Hor voyage 
from the first was attouded with in. 
cideuts which mast bave appeared 
ominous to the sailors. Sho grounded 
in the river and was thereby detained 
some Lours, aud afterwards she was 
unable to leave the river on account of 





the fog. ‘These delays explain why the 
vessel had ouly reached the island of 
Borkam, on the froutier of Holland 
and Germany, between the Eastern and 
Western Ems, and 120 miles Weat 
of Caxhaven, early on Friday morning. 
At half-past one on that morning the 
fog increased so much that the engines 
were reduced to half speed. At that 
time the onptain, the chiof officer, and 
the pilot, whose duty it was to take the 
Oimbria to Havre, were on the bridge, 
aud the eecond officer was at his post 
by the wheel. The steam whistle was 
blown constantly and no precautions 
were omitted by tho captain, At 
two o'clock the speed was farther 
decreased, the engines working at e 
slow rate, when, suddenly, the lights 
of another steamer were seen in the 
gloom, The eugiues were imme. 
diately stopped, the steam whi 
blown continuously, and the helm put 
hard a-port. A collision ocourred almost 
at ouce with the unknown steamer, 
which afterwards turned ont to be tho 
Sultan. The Oimbria was ran into on 
the port side near the foremast, a largo 
hole being stove in, and the Sultan after. 
wards scraped along hor sides ripping 
and completely rolling up her iron 
plates so that the ill-fated steamer sank 
in fifteen minutes. The officers and 
crew of the Cimbria behaved with groat 
coolness after the collision, the cap. 
tain standing on the bridge until she 
sank, and, it is presumed going, down 
with her, The third and fourth officers 
and the second enginoor were saved. 
The Oimbria lies in ninety feet of 
water, standing upright, with her top 
yards just visible at high tide, As 
soon as possible the boats wore got 
ont, numbers one and soven getting 
clear. The four boats on the port 
side were quickly filled with people, 
but could not be. lowered on ace 
count of the angle at which the ship 
lay. ‘Tho four on tho starboard side 
reached the water safely, but boat 
No. 5 capsized and thoso in it strug. 
gled for @ short time and then sank, 
Boat No. 7, under command of the 
cond officer, with twenty-eight persons, 
and another boat with eleven persons, 
got away safely, and after drifting 
twelve hours were picked up near 
Cuxhaven. The scenes on board were 
horrible, Tho morning was intensoly . 
cold, the passengers, many of whom were 
women and oildren, had rashed on deck 
half clothed. First one boat and then 
another was lauriched, the chief officer 
standing by and burning torches ; many 
of the passengers fell into tho water, and 
the air was filled with the cries of hun- 
dreds of drowning people who floated 
until benumbed by the. cold. But 
in & very few minutes all was over. 
‘The boats appear to have been quite 
insufficient to save the numbers carried 
by the Oimbria. 

So far we have followed the accounts 
of this disaster which have evidently 
been furnished to American newspapers 
by partizans of the Cimbria, For, 
although nothing was known in Now 
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‘York beyond the statements of their cor- 
respondents in Hamburg and London, 
aud, of course, no propor investiga. 
tion, bad been made, or. trustworthy 
evidence obtained, the papers which 
‘wo have soon have assumed the culp- 
ability of the captain of the Sultan. 
In their opinion he is entirely to blame ; 
his vesse] they affirm was proceeding at 
a greater rate of speed than was proper 
nuder the circumstances, and after the 
collision he loft the Oimbria and her 
passengers to their fate, All this is cruel 
and unfair, and will probably turn ont 
to be utterly uusustainable, bat in the 
meautime the American public, and 
particularly people of Gorman birth or 
descent, are prejudiced by the imputa- 
tiona of heartlessness and cowardice 
that aro levelled against the British 
captain, Tho captain of the Sultan bas 
caused the following statement of what 
took place on board his steamor before 
and after the collision to be published. 
“The Sultan had made an unusually 
rapid passage, and sightod Borkum 
light between one and two o'clock on 
Saturday morning, The weather was 
hazy, and goon after became very foggy. 
Tho engines were eased to a dead slow, 
gnd the steam whistle was kept sound. 
ing every few seconds, ‘The captai 

and obief officor wero on the bridge, 
and two of the hands were looking out 
forward. Suddenly the green and 
masthead lights of a steamer were seen 
two points on the starboard bow, and 
the captain of the Sultan thonght the 
approaching steamer would keep her 
course and go olonr. It was noticed, 
however, that she suddenly ported and 
camo round rapi Tt was too late 
todo anything but stop and reverse, 
whioh was done, By the time # 

engines had revolved once the captai 
noticed the other steamer’s port light 
coming rapidly toward tho Sultan. 
Tho uoxt instant, with the great way 
she had on, she caught the Sulta 

bowspirit in her port fore-rigging, 
taking her right around. There was 
great consternation on board the Sultan, 
a8 it was feared that so much larger 
 vossol would sink her. The 
Sultan's crew hailed the Cimbria to 
stand by, but no reply was received. 
“Tho vessels parted in the fog and 
a fow seconds latter the mate of the 
Sultan saw the Oimbria coming up on 
the other side. Hoe called to the 
German master to go fall speed astern, 
This was done, and the Oimbria again 
orossed the Sulfan’s bows and then 
ppeared. An examination of the 
Sultan's damage showed that the upper 
art of her hawsepipe and everything 
forward had been driven through the 
collision bulkhead. into the forecastle, 
whore the crew had a narrow escape. 
The. Sultan remained on the scene 
five hours and the captain heard no 
sound during the whole time and was 
severely blaming the captain of the 
Oimbria for leaving without having 
ascortained the damage to the Suléan. 
Hoe bad no idea that the Cimbria had 
foundered until he arrived at Hamburg, 






































Bofore the collision occurred he beard 
no sound from the Oimbria’s whistle. 
When he first saw hor the Cimbria was 
going at fall speed. He supposes that 
the Sultan's beams ripped open the 
Cimbria’s plates.” There is the usual 
conflicting evidence between the two 
statements, and it is to be hoped that 
ot investigation will be made into 

all the circumstances of this shipwreck. 
In some respects, particularly in 
having taken place int a dense fog, this 
collision and the recent one between 
the City of Brussels aud the Kirby Hall 
are similar. In both the smaller 
steamer sank the larger, and in neither 
were what aro called water tight com- 














greatly from sinking. Such 
poor appliances as science and skill have 
hitherto devised to give intimation of 
approaching danger when a look-out is 
of little or no use, have in both cases 
proved useless to prevent disaster. Bat 
two such serious shipwrecks coming 
80 close ou each other will no doubt 
direct the minds of qualified men to 
the subject of the prevention, as far 
as possible, of collisions under such 
circumstances of those of these two 
cases, There is in both such consola- 
tion as may be drawn from knowing 
that the officers in tho lost ships 
behaved with coolness aud gallantry, 








‘THE MUNICIPAL COUNCIL AND THE PRESS. 


Tue Municipal Counoil for the current 
year commenced their regular sit. 
tings on Monday, 5th, We hope, and 
we believe tho community docs also, 
that one of its first acts will be to 
uthorize the admission of the press to 
its deliberations with a view to their 
publication, This has often been ad- 
voented by onrselves and by others, 
bat the privilege bas always boen 
refused. remember rightly the 
ouly thing having much resemblance 
to @ reason for refusing to admit 
reporters to the ordiuary meetings of 
the Council was, that some of the 
members might not speak their minds 
frankly if they know that their words 
would be taken down and made public, 
Bat reporters and editors oan surely 
be trusted to be discreet iu the selec- 
tion of those portions of the remarks 
of Counoillors which they present to 
the public. There is no difficulty on 
that point at home, where Councillors 
are too often chosen from a class, and 
represent its worst side, of which wo 
have no experience in onr looal poli- 
ties, Why, then, should it be expected 
that newapapers here should not be 
able to fulfil their duty to the publio 
without making known those informal 
asides, the deliberative suggestions, tho 
conversational give-and-takeargamente, 
by which the policy of our Municipal 
rulers is constructed. They will, wo 
believe, present to their readers only 
the salient points of discussions, those 
which have distinguished the views of 
one Councillor from those of another, 
and the result which is arrived at. We 























donot know, but we think it a safe guess 
that few set spesches are delivered at 
the Council board. When the chair- 
man of any of the Committees has a 
particular statement to make, no doubt 
he does so in a prepared speech. It-is 
not likely that a gentleman delivering 
one of these to his colleagues would 
object to a fair report of it being made 
public, aud it is these very statements 
that we partionlarly wish to publish, 
and that the public desires to know 
something about before interest in their 
subject may have abated, or the Coun. 
cil has committed itself to a course 
which the majority of ratepayors might 
not approve. It is scarcely worth 
while to say more on this point, as we 
are sure the members of the Council 
must admit that it is possible for them 
to establish such an understanding 
with the press, as to what shall be 
published, as will prevent unpleasant. 
ness ocourring to any of their body, 
while fair and reasonable reports of 
what takes place at their meetings will 
be furnished to the public, 

The minutes of the weekly meot. 
ings tbat are now supplied to tho 
newspapers, a week after the busi+ 
ness which they include has been 
transacted, are utterly unsuited to 
the Shanghai of the present time. As 
a rule they are chiefly filled with rou- 
tine business, the confirmation of the 
minutes of the last mooting, the recep. 
tion of formal reports from some of the 
officials, the signature of cheques, and 
such like sterile items. A letter from 
the Senior Consul or & communica. 
tion from the Taotni is added now 
and then. Bat of the actual work 
done by the Conncil, the opinions 
of its members on important public 
questions that come before them, we 
are told nothing, except perhaps when 
it has beon necessary. to transmit 
through the Consuls a polite snubbing 
to the city busybody. Now, during 
the term of the last Council, to go no 
further back, there were two highly 
important matters before it about which 
the Ratepayers ought to have learned 
something before thoir meeting the 
other day. There was some uneasiness 
in the public mind about the condition 
of the police, and a vague notion was 
afloat that the Council wore going to 
shirk facing the difficulties of setting 
things right, as people thonght previous 
Councils had shirked them. As it 
turns ont, nothing could have beon 
further from the actual state of things 
in the Council, Again, there waa the 
application from the Taotai for rent on 
some of our roads. A report of 
what really did take placo whon 
this matter before the Council 
would have assisted people in forming 
their opinions on the subject whon it 
was brought before the anuaal meeting 
of ratepayers. Had there been reports 
in the press of the proceedings of tho 
Council, in or about 1872, to refer to, 
there would have been no need for the 
questions which received unsatisfactory 
replies ; and'the doubts about what had 
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beon written, said, or advised, by the 
Consuls ten years ago conld have been 
settled by a reference to the newspaper 
files, We might go on multiplying 
instances: where the public would be 
benefited by having weekly reports of 
the meetings of the Council presented 
to thom in the newspapers, but what we 
have already said, aud what has been 
written before on the subject, onght to 
be sufficient. The request to be allowed 
to send reportera to the mectiogs of 
the Connoil is very reasonable, and one 
that the majority of the public supports, 
We therefore hope that the formal 
application for permission to report 
the proceedings of the weekly mectings, 
whioh will be laid before the Council 
on Mouday, will be favonrably repliod 
to, 





‘THE SILVER MARKET, 

Bar Silver fell to a lower price in 
London in December last than it had 
tonohed since 1879, Yet, although 
there were several things in the mar- 
ket, aud in the position of the Indian 
exchanges, to lead poople to expeot a 
still further decline, the bi-metallists 
At that time some 
rgued that silver must fall 

atill further with the new year, and 
this opinion was also held by some 
mercantile men, But no extraordinary 
or heroic measures were advooated ; tho 
banking and commercial world soomed 
content to allow the market for silver 
to fiud ita propor level, just os though 
the metal bad beon @ more common. 
place artiole of commerce, such as hides 
oreugar. It would be rash to suppos 
that bi-metallists have abandoned their 
j fallacies of that kind do not easily 
nor are they promptly: laid aside. 
Bren the theory of protection to native 
interests‘ comoa up into the uppor air 
in Bogland now and then in these 
ys, after thirty-five years experience 
of the good. that free trade has done. 
Sometimes’ it- presents itself in ite 
form, but oftener it takes such 
disguises as fair trade. So will it be 
with: bi-metall ‘The sensible men 
who havo identified themselves with it 
with quiotlyacknowledge that, whatever 
may have been tho excellence of their 
monetary creed, the indifference of the 
world-geuerally to it, and the inherent 
dislike which the English race has to 
change, or, porbaps we should rather 
ay, to meddling without superlative 
reasons: with what hns beoome estab- 
lished, bas’ been. too much for bi- 
motallio crusaders. But-here and there 
in the world voices will still be raised for 
the old faith ; voices of men who refuse 
to be‘comforted, aud who will have an 
ever ready supply of argamouts, aud 
above all of figures, wherewith to prove 
thier own congo aud demolish that of the 
trinmphant. party. But those amoug 
thie’ bi-metallists who are amenable to 
the teachings of what is passing aronnd 
them, and who can recognize that the 
dogged indifference to their theory 
whioh hasbeen displayed by the world, 
generally, is too strong to be overcome, 







































or, as some of them might desire to put 
it, too dense to be enlightened, will 
recognize the fact that theircause is lost. 
There is no doubt that the decline 
in the value of bar silver at the close 
of last year, was increased by the posi- 
tion into which the Indian Council bad 
allowed thomselves to fall, They 
had adhered to the maintenance of the 
rate of exchange for their drafts on 
the Presidencies which the ancial 
Secretary had assumed in his budget. 
This policy had been successful in 
1881, bat the circumstances of the two 
years were very different, and also the 
position of silver. ‘The Intter was 
relatively so much chenpor than Coun- 
cil drafts that tho exchange banks 
supplied their wants by 
it to India.» About the end of Novem- 
ber the Council appeared to awaken 
suddenly to a knowledge of its financial 
position and prospects, and, lowering 
their minimum rate, they commenced 
to sell freely, It was the largo sales 
of drafts mado in December which so 
greatly depressed the value of silvor. 
Since the beginning of this year there 
has been a fair recovery from the 
lowest point, and there are circum- 
stances in tho Iudian trade this season 
which favour the view that the value 
of silver will bo maintained. Money 
has been cheap in the money market 
of Calcutta aud Bombay until lately. 
For the first time, as the Bombay 
newspapers lave pointed out, the value 
of money at Lome liad been kept steadily 
above thatin their market. The Bank 
of England was defouding its r 
against the possible assaults of America 
and the Continent. Thon, the shipping 
season this year has been unusually 
lato in Borba; has diminished 
the supply of mercantile paper. But, 
judging from the large amount of 
Counoil drafts and telegraphic trans- 
fors which have been disposed of lately, 
wo should say that shipments of pro- 
duce have been recently going forward 
freely from the Indian ports. The la 
advices from Bombay, dated early in 
February, say that it looked as though a 
very large business in exports would bo 
concentrated in the two or three months 
preceding the monsoon ; that is, from 
about now until June. The demand for 
remittances has for some time been very 
small both in Bombay and Calcutta, 
owing to the depressed condition of the 
import trade. Thns, the position of 
commercial affairs in India indicates a 
domand for money, and, of course, firm- 
ness in the silvor market forsometime to 
come, The heavy of Council draft 
recently made has greatly improved the 
position of the Indian finances in Lon- 
don. The action of the Connoil in 
endeavouring to sustain their drafts at 
a fictitious value, was pretty much the 
same as that which bi-mettalists would 
have us undertake, aud it bas the 
result which would follow from the 
adoption of an artificial ratio for silver. 
The Council’s policy depressed silver 
too greatly, because buyers kuow that 
the amount of unsold drafts was acou- 
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mulating. ‘The recovery in the value 
of silver bas been brought about by 
natural causes, and it is these only to 
which merchants dealing with the Hast 
should look for the regulation of the 
exchange ‘kets. As we have more 
than once said before, it does not’ mat= 
ter to the foreign merchant in the East 
whether the level of exchange be high 
or low, 80 long as it is steady, and not 
subject to violent fluctuations ; partion- 
larly those downward, .

After a succession of dark, gloomy days, 
extending over nearly a week, and each 
day becoming a little milder than the pre- 
ceding one, it is now snowing heavily.

At the recent military examinations 
there was considerable confusion. Several 
of the candidates wore refused registration, 








as they had failed to bring their diplomas 
of Sui-tsai-ship. As each man atarted, he 
discharged an arrow at a target about a 
foot in diameter, formed by a mat rolled 
into cylinder. There wore three of these 
along the course, with plenty of distance 
between them to allow time for the shooter 
to renew his arrows from his waist-belt as 
he passed along. A tent was pitched opposite 
each target, in which two officers were 
placed to note the hits, and cause them to 
be sounded on the drum. A lad near the 
platform then called out the hits in a loud 
voiee, and registered thom by placing 
wooden tallies in racks—vertically for hits 
and horizontally for misses. After 
charging his three arrows, tho man shouted 
out his name—when he thought of it, 
which a few did not—g erally in such an 

distinct local patois that very fow of their 
names were recognizable. Much confusion 
was caused, but finally the names were 
duly registered by the Fu-tai, Tho men. 
had then to go before some minor-officiale, 
whose duty it was to stamp each man on 
the hand to preclude the possibility of his 
trying to run again under another ‘name 
for himself or somebody el: but it is 
possible to so, because some wero marked 
on the right and ot! on the left hand, 
and while some received thi itamp on the 
back of the hand, others received it on the 
palm, and others on the wrist, so that thoy 
might easily present the unstamped hand 
or part of the hand if they ran again, 
Somie of the men were fine well mado fol- 
lows, in spito of their stupiduoss. Over 
1,000 candidates presented. thomsclvos, 
Yam told, and over 300 ran at each 
of the 3 courses, firing 6 arrows, in two 
innings for each man, 

‘Then the Li-chin, or a leathorn trian 
gular target abouts foot on each angle, 
was placed on tho ground, and another 
run and discharge of one arrowat this target 
completed the exercise on horseback, Ovor 
half the men got through this Inst task 
successfully. Ono of the arrow collectors 
got an arrow in the eye. I saw this acci- 
dent, and there may have been other acci« 
denta which I did not 

On the second day of the examination 
tho sky was black and choerless, and the 
competitors must have felt some chagrin, 
as the wind, however slight, has a great 
effect on the arrows, Tho examinations 
wero resumed at 7.30 a.m., until the whole 
of the candidates on this central ground 
had gone through their horseback exercise, 
At 9 o'clock archery on foot was com- 
menced at a target about 6 feet high by 
about 2b brond, and 
Poor shooting continued ry 
med on the following morning, 
but the competitors were slow coaches, the 
smartest of them discharging only’ two 
arrows a minute, and taking about 
four minutes to get over his six arrows 
nd_genuflection. Any person_prosenting 
himeelf for competition on Wimbledon 
Common would have fired 40 shots in leas 
time, and at 20 times that distance, making 
the samo or a better average of shots. At 
double the distance, 60 shots could easily 
bo fired and no misses made, Tho Gover. 
nor felt excoodingly irritated at the slow- 
ness of the shooting. Every man had 
some peculiarity of manner —each one 

lewed his eyes, skewed his mouth 
swung his arms and bow, or bout his head 
forward and protruded his buttocks, His 
Excellency had lights placed on the tar- 
get for tho last 20 rounds or s0, and 
the shooting was none the worse. 

At 7 a.m. on the next day the drawing 
of the strong bows commenced. Ten men 
at a time were brought forward, one 
following another as fast they could with- 
out hurry. Coming up to tho edge of the 
Governor's carpet, they knelt and asked 
for the bow they wished to try, the bows 
being marked according to their various 
strengh. Most of them asked for the 
standard bow of 121i power. Very 
few asked for one of greater strength 
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none used that fairly well, and some 
could only manage a bow one-third 
less strong. The batch of ten, having done 
their firing, took the heavy claymore, 
and most of them got on very well 
with the biggest size, weighing 120 
chin, or about 160 pounds English. 
One’ young man sprung this monstrous 
weapon from the ground, set it on end, 
there whipped it up to the full height of 
his arms, and held it with one hand whilst 
walking ‘abont with it. He then let i 
down with both hands onto the back of his 
nook and made it spin round three or four 
times like a top; then passed it all round 
his body, first spinning it on his chest, 
then passing it under his left arm on to 
hia back, then under his right arm on to 
his chest, spinning it the whole time, Most 
of the competitors spun the weapon both 
‘on the chest and bi i; but ouly a few lifted 
it over their heads.” Lifting the heavy 
stone was the uext task. ‘The heaviest 
weighed 200 Chin, the 2nd 250 Chin, and 
Bcd ‘about 400 Ibs. Eng! Most of the 
men lifted the first easily ; some of them 
brought it on to their chests and lay 
right back, supporting it there without the 
assistance of their hands. Very few ap- 
ied for the second stone, and none con- 
jescended to use the smallest one. Somo 
of the men were smart young fellows, who 
might have performed much greater feats. 
11 the following day the Governor was 
interrupted at the beginning of the coutest 
by business of sume importance. It ap- 
peared thnt some disbanded soldiers had 
turned brigands, and were committing some 









































highway robberies in the neighbourhood 
of Shu-kou Hsien, about eight Ji south of 
Tai-yuon Fu. A’ detachment of troops 


under Colonel Ch‘ang were seut off 
to try and capture the gang. ‘The remain- 
ing 40 or so compotitors were then put 
through their exercises. ‘The Mane 
Dannermen thea came to be passed in 
examination for their rations, and babies 
two or three yearsold were brought forward 
to perform a gewuflexion, answer the 
roll call, and call wut their names. Archery 
exercises, on foot and on horseback, were 
then gone through, with greater ngility 
than that shown by the Chinese, but, alas, 
with no better resttlts as to marks. 
‘At4.30 p.m.on thelast day of the contest, 
a loud gun report announced to the Mil 
tary competitors that it was time to 
and prove their abititie: proceedings 
cominenced at 6.30, wh on oF eight 
hundred candidates were in the field. The 
candidates had to write out their paper: 
of about 80 characters, together with their 
own names, theit places of birth, and the 
names of their ancestors for throw yeusra- 
tions back. This latter task is uot a di 
cult mattor for the Chinese, as most fai 
ies koop a record of their genealogy, and 
evecyboly is allowed torecogaizehis father, 
no matter how weak his claims to legiti- 
macy may be. The papers were soon writ- 
ten out and collected by tho proper 
person, and at about 1.30 p.m. the great 
doors of the Hall were opened, and the 
preliminary results of the examination 
were announced. About 120 of the com- 
petitors were retained, by having their 
8 published on a board. All the 
others went away, with the hope of 
Deing more sucosssful next time. The 
aolect 120 were put through their exercises 
at the strong bow, the heavy claymore, 
and the heavy stones, in batches of te 
‘The Governor, as Chief Examiner, sat 
in the centro of the ‘'se-kung ‘Tu 
Hall, in the large throne like chair, 
placed on a raised dais.

I guess His Snake- 
ship was just taking a sort of saloon, or 
rather a deck, passage across the Chung- 
ngan Kiang, by the turtle fe 
‘T have just tasted some new wine made 
from native grapes by the Romanist Apos- 
tles here. It is sweet enough at present, 
but I fesr it will not remain so long. The 
‘season has been too wet to ripen the grapes 
well, and consequently they are not m 
so fit for making wine asin a dry season. 
T have tasted some claret made of last 
jear's grapes, 
ordeaux wine, but tho missonaries are 
not always so fortunate, The Belgian 
Apostles in Kan-suh mado wine with 
native grapes, but they boil it, and add 
some Turkestan white seedless raisins to it, 
in order to make at drinkable. Belgians, 
like Englishmen, know more about making 
beer than wine. By the way, the German 
instructors at the Lan-chou ‘cloth factory 
make excellent beer, hops having been 
found in the neighbourhood of Mien 
Shien, uear the Shen-si frontier. .I tasted 
somo of this beer, and it was something 
now milk; it was a most agreeable 
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beverage, I should think, for people who 
are used to it. I manage to get along on 
toa and water and confine my wine drink- 





ing to wedding and other such eats. 
tho weather is just a fraction too cola 
to be pleasant, Everybody who can afford 
it wears fur garments. Light Astracan 
furs used to be worn ; now silver or grey 
‘squirrel is the regular thing, ‘and lamb- 
akin, with medium fur ; some have even 
taken to light fox. Each poerson wears at 
least two fur garments—that long 
robo and a surtout or overcoat. Tam still 
passing the time in wadded garments, I 
often asked what I eat or drink to 
d fearless of the cold. 
ery frugally, on the

On Monday afternoon the Shanghai Vo- 
Iunteers had their long promised turn-out 
in company with the men of the Cleopatra, 
‘The weather, although by no meaus all
